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EXPLANATORY NOTES 


Introduction 

In September 1980 a survey, based on the monthly 
population survey, was conducted throughout Australia 
in order to obtain information about persons aged 15 to 
64 years who were not in the labour force; in particular 
whether they wanted a job and, if they did, why they were 
not looking for work. 


2. Preliminary results of the survey were published on 
27 January 1981 in Persons Not in the Labour Force, 
September 1980 (Preliminary), Australia (6219.0). The 
present publication contains final and more detailed 
information. Results of similar surveys, the first conducted 
in November !975, were published in previous issues of 
this publication. 


3. The survey was based on a multi-stage area sample 
of private dwellings (about 30,000 houses, flats, etc.) and 
non-private dweliings (hotels, motels, etc.) and covered 
about two-thirds of one per cent of the population of 
Australia. The information was obtained from the occu- 
pants of selected dwellings by carefully chosen and 
specially trained interviewers, the interviews being con- 
ducted during the two weeks beginning on 8 September 
1980. 


Scope 
4. The survey included all persons aged fifteen years 
and over except: 


(a) members of the permanent defence forces; 

(b) certain diplomatic personnel of overseas govern- 
ments, customarily excluded from census and 
estimated populations; 

(c) overseas visitors holidaying in Australia; and 

(d) members of non-Australian defence forces (and 
their dependants) stationed in Australia. 


Definitions 

5. The labour force category to which a person is 
assigned depends on his actual activity (i.e. whether 
working, looking for work, etc.) during a specified week 
known as the survey week, which is the week immediately 
preceding that in which the interview takes place. Defini- 
tions of the principal labour force categories appearing in 
this publication are given in The Labour Force, Australia 
(6203.0). 


6. | Persons who wanted a job are those who were not 
employed at the time of the survey, and: 


(a) in the four weeks before the interview week had 
not looked for work but in the survey answered 
‘yes’ or ‘maybe’ to the question ‘Even though you 
have not been looking for work would you likea 

full-time or part-time job now?’, or 

(b) although claiming to have looked for work in the 
four weeks before the interview week, had not 
taken active steps (as defined below) to find 
employment. 


(Active steps to find work include checking or registering 
with the Commonwealth Employment Service or other 
employment agencies, writing, telephoning or applying 
in person to an employer, answering a newspaper advertise- 
ment for a job, advertising or tendering for work, 
contacting friends or relatives and looking on factory or 
employment service notice boards.) 


7. Discouraged jobseekers are persons who wanted a 
job but were not actively looking for work because they 
believed they would not be able to find a job for any of the 
following reasons: they were considered by employers to 
be too young or too old; they had language or racial 
difficulties; they lacked the necessary training, skills or 
experience; or there were no jobs in their locality or line 
of work. This definition has been revised since the March 
1979 survey. See paragraph |! regarding the effect of this 
change. 


8. Persons included in the survey who wanted a job 
but were not actively looking for work were asked to give 
reasons why they were not doing so. Reasons were 
ranked in the order of priority shown in Table 11; where 
more than one reason was given, only the higher or 
highest ranked has been included in the estimates in 
Tables 8 to 11. Table 12 includes estimates of the highest 
ranked reason and the second highest ranked reason (if 
any). 

Discontinuities in the series 

9. The estimates in this publication are not strictly 
comparable with those obtained from previous surveys. 
For the September 1980 survey, persons who had a job 
but had been away from work without pay for four weeks 
or more up to the end of the survey week were no longer 
included in the category Had not actively looked for 
work. Estimates of the numbers of persons who had a job 
but were away from work for four weeks or more, for the 
current and previous two surveys are shown in Table 2. 


10. Of these persons, the numbers in September 1979 
and March 1980 who were classified as Did not want a 
job or Did not know whether wanted a job were:

11. In addition, estimates for March 1979 and earlier 
periods are not strictly comparable with those obtained 
from later surveys because, commencing with the Septem- 
ber 1979 survey, the definition of Persons who wanted a 
job was widened to include those persons referred to in 
paragraph 6(b), i.e. persons who, although claiming to 
have looked for work in the four weeks before the 
interview week, had not taken active steps (as defined 
above) to find employment. Estimates of the number of 
such persons, including those defined as discouraged 
jobseekers, for March 1980 and earlier surveys are shown 
in previous issues of this publication. 


Reliability of the estimates 


12. Since the estimates in this publication are based on 
information obtained from occupants of a sample of 
dwellings they are subject to sampling variability; that is 
they may differ from the figures that would have been 
produced if all dwellings had been included in the survey. 
More information on this topic is given in the Technical 
note, page 17.

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TECHNICAL NOTE 


Estimation procedure 

The estimates are derived from the population 
survey by use of a complex ratio estimation procedure, 
which ensures that the estimates conform to an indepen- 
dently estimated distribution of the population by age 
and sex, rather than to the age and sex distribution within 
the sample itself. 


Reliability of the estimates 

2. Since the estimates in this publication are based on 
information obtained from occupants of a sample of 
dwellings, they are subject to sampling variability; that is, 
they may differ from the figures that would have been 
produced if all dwellings had been included in the survey. 
One measure of the likely difference is given by the 
standard error, which indicates the extent to which an 
estimate might have varied by chance because only a 
sample of dwellings was included. There are about two 
chances in three that a sample estimate will differ by less 
than one standard error from the figure what would have 
been obtained if all dwellings had been included, and 
about nineteen chances in twenty that the difference will 
be less than two standard errors. Another measure of the 
likely difference is the relative standard error, which is 
obtained by expressing the standard error as a percentage 
of the estimate. 


3. Space does not allow for the separate indication of 
the standard errors of all estimates in this publication. 
A table of standard errors for general application is given 
on page 18. These figures will not give a precise measure 
of the standard error of a particular estimate since they 
are averages based on calculations for a limited number 
of past surveys over a wide range of labour force 
characteristics. However, they will provide an indication 
of the magnitude of the standard error. An example of 
the calculation and use of standard errors is as follows: 
the estimated number of persons aged 15 to 64 years not 
in the labour force in September 1980 who wanted a job is 
621,700 (Table 1). From the table of standard errors on 
page 18 it can be calculated that the estimate has a 
standard error of about 7,700 and therefore there are 
about two chances in three that the value that would have 
been produced if all dwellings had been included in the 
survey will fall within the range 614,000 to 629,400 and 
about nineteen chances in twenty that it will fall within 
the range 606,300 to 637,100. 


4. The reliability of an estimated percentage or rate, 
computed by using sample data for both numerator and 
denominator, depends upon both the size of the numerator 
and the size of the denominator. For small percentages 
the relative standard error of the percentage is approxi- 
mated by the relative standard error of the numerator, 
which may be obtained from the table. For other 
percentages the relative standard error will be lower than 
that of the numerator. 


5. As the standard errors in the table show the smaller 
the estimate the higher is the relative standard error. Very 
small estimates are thus subject to such high standard 
errors (relative to the size of the estimate) as to detract 
seriously from their value for most reasonable uses. In the 
tables in this publication, estimates less than the lowest 
levels shown in the table on page 18 have not been 
published. Although figures for these small components 
can in some cases be derived by subtraction, they should 
not be regarded as reliable. 


6. Published figures may also be used to estimate the 
difference between two survey estimates (of numbers or 
percentages). Such a figure is itself an estimate and is 
therefore subject to sampling error. The sampling error 
of the difference between two estimates depends on their 
standard errors and the relationship (correlation) between 
them. An approximate standard error (SE) of the 
difference between two estimates (x-y) may be calculated 
by the following formula: 





SE (x-y)= /[SE@)} + [SEQ)P 


While this formula will only be exact for differences 
between separate and uncorrelated characteristics or sub- 
populations it is expected to provide a good approxi- 
mation for all differences likely to be of interest in this 
publication. 


An example of the use of the above formula is as 
follows: The difference between the estimates of males 
and females who wanted a job (Table 1) is 376,700 
(499 ,200-122,500). The standard error of this estimate 
may be calculated as follows: From the table on page 18, 
the standard errors of the two original estimates can be 
approximated as 7,200 and 4,200 respectively. Therefore 
the standard error of the difference (376,700) is: 


/ 7,200? + 4,2002 


(rounded to the nearest 100). Thus there are about two 
chances in three that the difference that would have been 
obtained if all dwellings had been included in the survey is 
within the range 368,400 to 385,000 and about nineteen 
chances in twenty that it is between 360,100 and 393,300.

7. The imprecision due to sampling variability, which is 
measured by the standard error, should not be confused 
with inaccuracies that may occur because of imperfections 
in reporting by interviewers and respondents. Inaccuracies 
of this kind are referred to as the non-sampling error, and 
they may occur in any enumeration, whether it be a full 
count or only a sample. Every effort is made to reduce the 
non-sampling error to a minimum by careful design of 
questionnaires, intensive training and supervision of 
interviewers and efficient operating procedures.
